Charles E. Rosendahl, the 
navy's 


outstanding lighter-than-air expert 
and an eyewitness of the Hinden- 
burg's fiery destruction, today told 
a department of commerce investi- 
gating board that "a small burst of 
flame on the after part of the ship 
on the top" was the first sign of the 
disaster that befell the dirigible. 


Himself the veteran 
of one of 


America's major airship disasters, 
the destruction of the Shenandoah, 
Rosendahl was the first witness call- 
ed as the investigation opened in 
the chilly great hangar. Rain driz- 
zled down on the 
Hindenburg 


wreck on the airfield a third of a 
mile away. 


"It is, of course; obvious," Rosen- 


dahl-said, "that-I have'no knowl- 
edge what .was the origin of the 
fire."

Flame Moved Forward 


After _n6tfcing the "first small puff 


flare from her stern. Rosendahl said, 
"I saw practically the whole" stern 
of the ship take fire first. . . . Then 
the fire spread progressively for- 
ward. 


"I was greatly surprised,'' he con- 


tinued, "that there was not more ex- 
plosion connected with the phenom- 
enon. Tfcere were mild explosions 
during the burning, but in my opin- 
ion they were primarily the con- 
sumptions of the ship by the burn- 
ing of hydrogen." 


"As for myself. I ran away from 


the vicinity and shouted for the 
ground .crew to do likewise.^ The 
main concern of the ground crew 
was to get clear of the wreckage and 
not get hit by it. 


"I saw the ground crew return im- 


mediately to the wreckage." 


He saw some passengers and crew 


members emerge from the inferno 
of the blazing hull unscathed, he re- 
lated, adding: 


"Because of the intense heat from 


the fire, it was impossible to get in- 
to the hull for rescues. Those who 
did risked their lives." 


Just before the hearing began, two 


red moving vans lumbered up to 
the hangar to be loaded with 24 gray 
wooden boxes containing the char- 
red bodies of victims of the tragedy. 


The coffins were carried out of the 


improvised morgue, separated only 
by a thin •wall from the room set 
aside for the inquiry, and stacked in 
the vans to start the final journey 
home. 


Rosendahl estimated the Hinden- 


burg was riding at an altitude of

The saving of this tree resour.cc 


constitutes one of the most urgent 
conservation problems of the fed- 
eral government and the nation, ac- 
cording to the association. 


Elms Grow in Every State 


The census revealed that the elm. 


which is associated with the east- 
ern coast, is rooted in large num- 
bers in every 
«,tate. Twenty-five 


million of the billion . elms are 
shade trees, casting cool shadows 
over streets, yards, 
and houses 


throughout the country. Their value 
is set 
at 
$662.000.000. Estimated 


number of elms growing wild is 
$88.000.000. 


As typical of the elm distribution 


in Wisconsin, the association re- 
ports 50.000 in Milwaukee. 25.050 in 
West Allis. 13,400 in Green Bay.j 
and 11.700 in Sheboygan. Of thej 
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total number of elmi la Wiicon 
•in, 1,341,000 are lifted ai thad 
tree*. 


Commenting on the inroad* al 


ready made by the disease, the as 
sociation pointed out that, in the in 
fected. tri-state area around New 
York, nearly two million elms have 
been destroyed and another million 
have been marked for destruction.

Washington — Senator Borah's 


warning against fascism in America 
has produced a profound curiosity 
as to the speeches which the Idaho 
senator plans to make in the future

democracy or an autocracy. 


The address of the Idaho senator 


stressed the atrocities abroad, and 
added: 


"I doubt very much if we are 


fully aware of the insidious, subtile 
effort being constantly put forth 
in this country by the advocates of 
that theory of government called 
fascism. It has far more supporters 
in this country than communism 
and they are much more active 
and much more adroit in the man- 
ner in which they are accomplish- 
ing their end. 


"They work in wholly different 


ways and by widely different meth- 
ods from communists. Both are the 
avowed enemies of democracy, both 
would destroy 
individual liberty, 


both would establish jn its place 
economic and 
political serfdom. 


There can be no compromise be- 


v tween" democracy and 
either of 


these systems." 


"Opposition Stupid" 


The Idaho senator went on to 


quote from the utterances of the 
head of one of the fascist states of 
Europe, who said recently: "All the 
opposition papers have been sup- 
pressed, all anti-fascist 
organiza- 


tions have been dissolved. Opposi- 
tion is necessary, many say, be- 
cause it looks well in picture. We 
reject this 
argument most 
em- 


phatically and indignantly. Opposi- 
tion is not necessary for the proper 
.working of a healthy political re- 
gime. Opposition is stupid." 


There are 
unfortunately many 


American citizens who agree with 
this fascist conception. They do not 
wish any opposition. Mr. Borah, it 
will be noted, has been a consistent 


J opponent of economic regimenta- 
• tion under the NRA, or the revix-ed 


NRA which is being contemplated. 
The Guffey act resembles the Ger- 
man cartel system, which gave 
regimentation a fertile field. And 
now efforts are to be made to enact 
another Guffey plan for the textile 
industry. 
Government regulation 


of capita! and labor, which is so 
paramount a factor in the fascist 
plan, had its beginnings in the NRA, 
and now, as soon as the supreme 
court proposal is put into effect, the 
New Deal plan is to revive these 
same projects, with the government 
playing a controlling part. 


So far as the German judiciary is 


concerned, a 
decree issued 
last 


summer admonished the courts that, 
where offenses are not punishable 
under the penal code, they shall be 
punished "accordine to the underly- 
ing idea of a penal code or accord- 
ing to healthy public sentiment." j 


"No Farther Consequence" 


As one eminent constitutional 


lawyer said recently: "With tourts 
and congress so furnished, constitu- 
tional questions would become of 
no further consequence." 


Many of the opponents and critics 


of the New Deal feel that the basic 
philosophy of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration is represented by the idea 
of coercion. Governmental power j 
is to be interposed to regulate the) 


affairs of the M per cent who do not 
chisel because 10 per cent do chisel. 
Running through the Guffey act is 
a coercive feature—a penalty tax 
which would put a coal operator 
out of business, if he tried to pay 
it, Is imposed if he does not sub- 
scribe to government regulation un- 
der a code. The same principle of 
coercion by means of a tax is to be 
applied in other measures parallel- 
ing the Guffey law.' 


Chief Justice Hughes did not dis- 


cuss the attempted cocercion of the 
supreme court nor did he make a 
single direct reference to Mr. Roo- 
sevelt's avowed effort to pack the 
highest court in the land so as to 
affect the decisions of the justices. 
But Mr. Hughes did utter the fol- 
lowing significant paragraph:

processes of reason as opposed to the 
tyranny of force. 
Between these

chooses the processes of reason,Nit 
must maintain institutions which 
embody those processes. 
Institu- 


tions for the exercise of the law- 
making power and for the execu- 
tion of laws must have their fitting 
complement in institutions for the 
interpretation and 
application of 


laws, for the safeguarding of in- 
dividual rights, 
through a com- 


petent and independent judiciary." 


It was the only public speech the 


chief justice has made since Mr. 
Roosevelt launched his judiciary 
proposal on Feb. 5. Hence it can 
only be inferred that the words 
of the chief justice had a reference 
to Mr. Roosevelt's plan. But it re- 
quires no power of inference to dis- 
cover that Mr. Hughes believes that 
democracy in the world today is 
imperilled. 
Otherwise, he would 


not be speaking of the "tyranny of 
force" as the unfortunate alterna-

restriction upon the press, news of the 
Spanish war is ordinarily limited to about 
one-fifth of that given in America, and, 
despite the proximity, the quality of the 
news is distorted with partisanship. 


It is common procedure for a French 


newspaper that favors the Rebel side to 
print its communiques only and to add 
its own derision to Red claims or pretens- 
es, whereupon one may buy a newspaper 
of opposite opinion to obtain the claims 
of the other side and its derision at Rebel 
chances. 


The news reports sent by American 


correspondents are altogether the most 
reliable obtainable. The men who write 
them arc hard-headed, hard bitten, and 
familiar with the devices so frequently 
employed to corrupt news channels. Yet 
it still seems a bit odd that the Ameri- 
can people should daily receive more com- 
plete and accurate reports, 
and in so 


much greater detail than even the coun- 
tries that border upon the war area. 


So, paradoxically enough, the nearer 


you approach the Spanish war the far- 
ther you get from the truth. 
Proximity 


heightens the din 
of 
the clashing in- 


terests and increases the roar of static 
passionately released by each side lest you 
should hear the claims of the other... 


* * • 


The truth of it probably is that a great 


many idealists are fighting in Spain, fight- 
ing honestly and courageously for things 
they hold dear and for the preservation of 
principles they believe indispensable. 


Those who elect voluntarily to step 


into such an inferno because they think 
they are doing right should at least be 
absolved of the burning words of criticism 
from those who sit in safe places merely 
because they differ with them. 


For after all, we return to the starting 


point—What is the truth about Spain? 


Thousands of these young men have 


said that true democracy was in peril and 
that Spain and Russia were easily distin- 
guishable; other thousands have come to 
the contrary conclusion, that the democra- 
cy was a mask to conceal the activities 
of Moscow in extending its cold, dull and 
emotionless business of butchery. 


But this point no 
American should 


miss—that whether the participants erred 
in the selection of their side is second- 
ary to the fact that they had the courage 
of their convictions.

General Revision of Rail Transportation Charges Since 1922

An investigation of coal freight

Stanley 
Killer, a waste-products engineer, 
got the idea then of canning and 
processing fish at sea. thus avoiding 
the costly haul to shore plants. 


His floating plant, the Lake Mira- 


florcs. got into steady operation in 
1930. 
It was successful and sea- 


going factories began to multiply. 


Profit Lies In Fish Oil 


Operations are conducted by the 


mother ship with fish continually 
fed by a fleet of seniors. The fish, 
much larger than true sardines, are 
known in the northwest as pilch- 
ards. But here they are called 
California sardines. More than 100, 
tons often are brought up with the 
single casting of a net. 


Out of each ton received 131 cases 


are packed as human food as re-! 
quired by law. The remainder are 
processed into oil and into fish 
meal. The latter is the real pay 
crop of the sardine shoals and it is 
receiving increasing favor for fat- 
tening cattle and poultry and for 
fertilizing the soil.

-if, ft your next opportunity, you 
play a lower card of the suit, it 
completes the signal tha't you wish 
the suit led. This chain of 'two 
cards, "used to form one signal, is 
known as an echo.-. This come-on 
or echo signal is used in two cases: 


1.' When you 'have an honor in 


the suit with which you-can con- 
trol subsequent leads of the suit. 


2. When you have a doubleton 


in the suit, .and wish to ruff subse-, 
quent rounds. 


If discarding on a suit of which
